1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 05, 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

2. Applicant argues that Win does not teach or suggest the service provider 
capable of communicating with said authority to verify said enrollment results. In 
response to applicant's argument, the examiner submits that Win does teach the 
service provider capable of communicating with said authority to verify said enrollment 
results as shown in col. 6, lines 40-65, col. 7, line 15-col. 9, line 40, col. 10, line 64-col. 
11, line 64 and col. 81, lines 1-34 [the web server and web application server 
communicates to authorize user's right and privileges to access resources]. 

3. Applicant argues that Win does not teach or suggest the feature of 
receiving a user-controlled secure storage device. In response to applicant's argument, 
the examiner asserts that Win does teach the feature of receiving a user-controlled 
secure storage device as shown In figure 5, col. 10, lines 14-55. 

4. Applicant argues that Win does not teach or suggest the service request, 
a first set of user data and a second set of user data. In response to applicant's 
argument, examiner asserts that Win teach the feature of accepting a service request, a 
first set of user data and a second set of user data as shown in figure 3, col. 6, line 58-
